tho Burllugton, and. argued tho. require- 
ments of tho law of common carriers, 
called attention to itho duties It Im- 
posed, and

question of 


conspiracy among the engineers and ure- 
men to forco the YTabash to fall In its duty 
as a common carrier, and called at- 
tention to tho -act that tho court was oper- 
ating tho road, and such interference was 
practically a contempt of tho court. He 
sited at length from oases boaring on tho 
points made, and urged the court to protect 
Its receiver In tho discharge of tho duties 
imposed on .him. 


Mr. Lincoln saw nothing lefi in tho case 


[or action on tho part of tho court. Tho 
receiver, so far as appeared at least, was 
faithfully performing all tho dnb'ea devolv- 
ing upon him; the answer loft nothing of 
which tho Burlington could complain; nnd 
lie saw nothing for tho court to do In tho 
matter bat dismiss thu application. As to tho 
general public policy involved in strikes and. 
labor ngltatlons, he has not considered thin, 
tho time, nor the place, nor tho manner lor! 
Its consideration, nor did ho consider it 
within the purview o! tho court in this pro- 
ceccV.ng. As to BIr, Arthur and n largo num-' 
ber of inon unknown, who wore alleged to-! 
bo cousptdng in soorot conclaves, ho knowj 
nothing. 
Ho had not boon rotalned by; 


them, did not ovon know them, and thought 
if they v.-crc to bo trlod they should tost be 
brought Into court and given an opportu- 
nity to answer. 


General Smith called tho attention of ths 


court to tho fact that In all cases cited by 
learned counsel opposing there had boon 
specific, overt acts proved, while in tho 
caso at bar no unlawful proceedings ap- 
peared. Ho maintained tbatif there had boe» 
an infraction, or attempted infraction, of tho 
Inter-State Commerce Jaw, the proper reme- 
dy, as provided by that law, was b}' appeal to 
tho commission before applying to the 
court forrolief. Ho concurred fully in tile, 
view of his colleague tbat there was no 
tenable issr.c raised by the answer, and ho 
BUM-no eourso for the court but to dismiss 
Clio application.

L'nJer some sud- 


den reverse they fail, nud with afllicted air 
Bccni to rottro from the world, and seem 
almost ready lor monastic llio, when la 
two or threo years they blossom out again, 
having compromised with their creditors; 
that is, paid thoai nothing but regrets, and 
the ouly difference between the second 
chapter of prosperity and tho first is that 
their pictures aro MurtlloH instead of Ken- 
settp, and their horses go a mUo in twenty 
seconds less than their predecessors, and 
instend of one country seat thoy have threo. 
I have watched and havo noticed nine out 
of ton of those who fail In what is called 
high life have more means after than be- 
fore the luilure, and in many of tho cases 
failure Is only a etrntngcrn to escapo tho 
payment of honest debts and put tho world 
OH fclie tract: whilo the}' practice a largo 
swindle. There is something wofully wrong 
in i he fact that these things aro possible, 


Mrst of all, I charpo the blamo on care- 


less, indidcront bnuk directors ond boards 
having- !n charge great financial insUtu- 
ttous. It ought not to bo possible for a 
president or cashier or prominent oHicer of 
n banking institution to swindle It year 
after year without detection. I will under- 
take to say that if thOBo frauds are carried 
o-n for two or three years without detection 
either tho directors aro partners in tho in- 
famy and pocketed part of tbo theft, or 
they aro guilty of a culpablo neglect of du- 
ty, for whloh God will hold them as respon- 
sible as lie holds tho acknowledged da- 
i'rautlers. Vi'hatright have prominent busi- 
ness men to allow their names to be pub- 
lished as directors in a financial Institution, 
so that unsophisticated people aro thereby 
induced to deposit their money in or buy 
their scrip thereof, when they, tho pub- 
lished directors, are doing nothing for tho 
safety of thti Institution? It is a case of de- 
ception most reprehensible. 


Many people with a surplus of money 


not needed for iinmoiUnto -ise, although it 
may bo a llttlo further on indispensable, arc 
without friends competent to advlso them, 
and they are guided solely by tha character 
of.tiio men whoso names aro associated 
with tbe institution. When tho crash camo, 
nnd with tho overthrow of the banks went 
tho pmall earnings and limited fortunes of 
widows and orphans, aufl tho helplessly 
aged, tho directors stood with idiotic stare, 
nud to the inquiry of tho frenzied deposit- 
ors and stockholders who had lost their all 
and to the arraignment of an indig- 
nant public had nothing to sayicxcopt; " Wo 
thought it was all right 
Wo did not know 


that ;hore -was any thing wrong going oa." 
Is was their duty to know. They stood in 
a position which deluded tho people .with 
the idea that thoy were carefully observ- 
ant 
Calling themselves directors thoy did 


not direct, Thoy had opportunity oC audit- 
Ing accounts nnd inspecting tho books. No 
time to do HOV Then they had nc business 
to accept the position. It seems to bo tho 
priUu of BOuio moneyed men to bo directors 
in a great many institutions, and all thoy 
know is whether, or not they get their div- 
idends R'guiorly, and their names aro used 
as docoy ducks to bring othors near enough 
to bo made game of. What llrst ot all la 
needed is that ilvo thousand bank direct- 
ors Jan.! insurance company directors ro- 
Bign or attcni to their business as direct- 
ors. Tho business woild will bo full of 
fruud j;ist as long as fraud Is so easy. When 
yon arrest tho president and secretary of a 
bank for an embezzlement carried on for 
ni:my years, have plenty of sheriffs out tho 
same day to arrest all tho directors. They 
nro guilty otther ol neglect or complicity.

tho Gospel and lot business matters alono-p 
I reply : If your Gospel docs not inspire 
common honesty in tho dealings of men, 
the sooner you close up your Gospol and 
pitch it into tho depths of the Atlantic Ocean 
tho better.

When executors conclude to speculate with 
the funds of nn estate committed to thoir 
chargo, they do not; purloin, thoy Bay 
they, only borrow; when a banker makes 
an overdraft upon hiii institution, ho doee 
not commlcu theft, ho only borrows. When 
tlio ofllcor of a company, by flaming adver- 
tisement in some religious papers und gilt 
ccrtllicato of stock, goto a multitude of 
country peoplo to put thoir small earning 
into an enterprise for carrying on fioiao un- 
developed nothing, ho doos not fraudulently 
toko their money, he only borrows. When

There are breakers distinguished for their 
shipwrecks—tho Hanways, the Needle?, ihe 
Caskets, tho DouverJ, tho Andcrlo.i, tho 
Skerries—and many a craft has gone to 
pieces on those rocks; but I havo to tell 
you that all thu Hanways, nnd tho Ncedlos, 
and the Casketfl, nnd tho Skerries aro noth- 
ing compared with tho long lino of break- 
era which bound tho ocean of commercial 
life, north, south, east and vest, with the 
white foam of their despair and tho dirge 
of their damnation—tho breakers of bor- 
row.
